HE following is a state- 
ment given to D. D. Dunn 
of The Capital Times Sun-

Marklein, Sauk county farmer

was employed shortly after the 
Balzer murder: 


"Jensen came to -work on this 
farm about Aug. 21, 1922. He 
remained working on my farm 
for one week then left and 
came back the following Thurs- 
day. 


"While here he seemed to be 


always on the! alert. When I 
would drive into the yard he 
would turn quickly to see -who 
it was, and I noticed that he 
was always on the lookout for 
someone. 


"One evening about 4 o'clock, 


standing- beside the 
milk sta- 


tion at the rear of the house, I 
picked up a newspaper lying 
beside him, containing 
an ac- 


count of the Balzer murder. 


"I spoke of the horrible thing • 


and in response, he said in 
words as near as I can recall 
them: 'Over at 
Black 
Hawk 


where I worked there is an old 
man by the 
name of Jaeger 
that will be the next man to 


get his head knocked in. There's 
no doubt that he has $5,000 or 
JCf.OOO in that tin box of his. 
Some one will get it.' 
"On the Saturday of the fol- 


lowing week he was painting 
in the house ~and engaged Mrs. 
Marklein in conversation by a 
sudden remark, the wording of 
which as near as can be re- 
called was: 'I guess I'll have to 
go over and 
knock 
old Bob 


Jaeger in the head and take 
that box.' 
• "He repeated that remark at 
different times and Jaeger and 
his money seemed to be in his 
mind constantly. 
"I did not know Jensen un- 
til he came to work here. He 
was hired by Joseph Lins, who 
owns this.farm on which I live. 
"Since the Jaeger murder, I 
have tried to 
see Jensen to 


spring it on him that what he 
had prophesied had come true. 
Last Sunday I saw him on the 
street in Spring 
Green and 
waved to him but he went on 
unconcerned. After

attempted to approach him in 
front of the pool hall, but he

BARABOO, Wis.—Alvin L. Jen- 


sen, 37, and Jack 
Galloway, 43, 


Madison painters, who confessed to 
the murder of Robert Jaeger, Black 
Hawk hermit on Aug. 2 were ar- 
raigned in separate courts here 
this afternoon and -waived prelim- 
inary examination. Jensen has sig- 
nified his 
intentions 
of pleading 
guilty to a charge of first degree 
murder, but he will not be permit- 
ted to enter his plea until Gallo- 
way decides -whether or not he will 
likewise plead guilty. If Galloway 
refuses to admit his guilt, Jensen 
will be held as a material witness 
against him. 


Despondent over the fate which 
awaits him, Alvin Jensen attempt- 
ed to end his life in his cell in the 
county jail here on Sunday. He was 
caught by Sheriff W. H. Ode oust 
after he bad wound a towel about 
his neck and while he was prepar- 
ing to choke himself to,death. 


He called for a minister, and 


Rev. W. W. Moore of the Methodist 
church was sent. To Rev. Moore he 
confessed his guilt and pleaded for 
absolution of his sins. He intimated 
to Rev. Moore that he contemplated 
suicide. 


Taken To Court 


Every precaution is "being taken 


by Sheriff 
Ode and 
TJndersheriff 


William Welk to prevent a suicide 
by either of the two men. Orders 
have been issued by the sheriff that 
the men shall be -held incommuni- 
cado and that an officer shall visit 
them every half hour to prevent a 
reoccurrence of the attempt made 
by Jensen. The doors of the sher- 
iff's house and the jail are kept 
locked and no one will be admitted 
to see them for fear some means 
of escape or death might be smug- 
gled to them in their cells. 


At 11:45 this morning Galloway 


was taken to the 
office 
of Dist. 
Atty. Henry J. Bohn, in the court- . 
house. Handcuffed, he walked be- 
tween Sheriff 
Ode and Detective 


H. P. Cunningham, down the main .. 
street, with a huge, crowd in his 
wake. Galloway was told 
of his 
rights in this case and informed 
that he could hire an attorney if 
he -wishes. After a five minute con- 
ference between Judge James Hill, 
who acted as 
Galloway's counsel, 


Dist. Atty. Bohn and Galloway, the 
prisoner waived 
examination and 


was returned to his cell. 


At 1 p. m. Jensen was led to the 


office of Judge H. L. Halsted in the 
same manner. 
He was obviously 


nervous and cast 
furtive glances 


about the crowds 
which followed.

President Coolidge voices these senti- 


ments in a letter to Senator Gooding of 
Idaho who had written the executive 
'urging the calling of a special session of 
congress to bring aid to agriculture.

F the position of any group of Ameri- 


can citizens is regulated largely by 


iiatural economic laws of supply and de- 
mand why the great struggle from year 
to year for the control of government? 
If legislation cannot be used to aid any 
group of American citizens in increasing 
their wealth or improving their economic 
status why the constant battle for the 
control of government in order that pre- 
ferential tariffs, special privileges and in- 
side concessions can be obtained? 


If the exploiters of the country can be 


helped by legislation why can't the farm- 
er? 
Does anyone doubt but that the 


Fordney-McGumber tariff law, the Esch- 
Cummins law and other measures were 
passed at the behest of and for the bene- 
fit of the exploiters? Does anyone doubt 
but that the exploiters obtained control 
of the federal reserve board and that the 
privileged class made millions through 
deflation of the farmer class? 


Natural economic laws are being set 


aside in this country through the rising 
power of monopoly. 
Is there anyone 


who will contend that the price of steel 
in this country is established b'y the free 
play of the law of supply and demand? 
Will anyone contend that Standard Oil 
does not establish the price' of oil and 
gasoline? Will anyone contend that the 


v packers do not establish the price ol 
" meat? 


The natural law of supply and demand 


is being set aside by monopoly and mo- 
nopoly is growing because priviliged in- 


i terests are in control of the government. 
- If these privileged interests can be aided 


b'y the government why can't the farmer 
be aided?

NE.or the things that has brought 
about the present status of the 


farmer is £he Esch-Cummins law. The 
'present freight rates are strangling the 
business of the farmer. Privilege, how- 
ever, will,fight tooth and nail against any 
change in the Esch-Cummins law and 
President Coolidge and the old guard 'in 
congress will aid privilege. 


It is quite evident that the federal 


reserve board has become a tool of Wall 
street. There is plenty of evidence to 
sustain the argument that the federal re- 
serve board was used to deflate the 
farmer. Why is it that we have a situa- 
tion today where the hard-working farm- 
er cannot obtain credit while millions are 
loaned to stock gamblers daily? 


The trouble with the farmer today is 


that he has to BUY in a market that is 
high and he has to SELL in a market 
that is cheap. Through preferential tar- 
iffs, special privileges and concessions 


' ^ynopolies have been built up in this 


country that are able to tell the farmer 
at what price he must BUY and at what 
price he must SELL. 


President Coolidge is quite right in 


saying that the administration cannot 
change this situation. The PRESENT 
administration is controlled by the power 
of monopoly in this country and the child 
cannot tell the father what to do. The 
thin£ that must be done in America to- 
day is to make government responsive 
to. the people—the farmers, the laboring 
men and those who work for ;i living— 
and nor, responsive only to a privileged 
few.

Against the Prohibition Amendment, for their 
rallying point eventually seek. 
Recognizing 


the impossibility of repealing the amendment 
except'by the same painstaking methods of 
education, agitation, and organization by which 
its adoption and ratification were effected, they 
seek to make it of no effect by emasculating 
the enforcement law. 
The pretense is that 


a change in the volume of alcohol content per- 
mitted by the law -will make that law easier of 
enforcement. 
Meantime 
the 
very 
agencies 


which are pressing for this change are doing 
all that they possibly can to encourage evasion 
and violation of the law as it now stands. For 
the chief executive of any state to lend the 
encouragement of his voice and influence to 
this movement comes perilously near, to the 
violation of an oath of office. It is an abuse of 
the authority of the governor that cannot be 
wholly camoflaged by noisy attacks on the 
"Ku Klux Rlan of the Realm." 


So far as enforcement within state lines is 


concerned, the responsibility is theirs alone. 
Prior to national prohibition going into effect 
the only difficulty which attached to the en- 
forcement of the law then was the persistent 
efforts of brewers and distillers in wet states 
to ship their products into dry territory. The 
manufacturers of liquor were lawless then, 
without national prohibition, as they are now 
with it, and as they will be in greater degree 
if a modification of the Volstead law gives 
their business a shadow of legality. 


The reason for the widespread evasion of the 


law today is threefold: It springs first from 
the depraved appetite for alcohol which cannot 
be wholly eradicated from a people until after 
prolonged abstention—voluntary or enforced— 
from liquor. It is encouraged by the enormous 
profits reaped by bootleggers of the wholesale 
type, and it finds its final stay and prop in the 
corruption of officials charged with the enforce- 
ment of the law. 


These are faults which it is well to face 


frankly and bravely. 
While the profits of il- 


legal purveyors of liquor today arc not one- 
thousandth part of the tribute taken from the 
pockets of the people by the trade when it was 
legalized, they are still great enough to make 
men fight to retain them and to corrupt public 
officials in the process. 
Between 
the boot- 


leggers plotting for the continunace of his 
trade and the former brewers, distillers, and 
saloonkeepers eager to get back into business, 
the combination for the overthrow of the law 
is perfected. 


Some people are duped into support of this 


combination by the pelea that a slight increase 
in the alcoholic content of beverages would 
allay discontent and destroy bootlegging-. But 
.basically the whole trouble Tests on the ap- 
petite for alcohol. That appetite was never 
yet destroyed by giving the sufferer more al- 
cohol. Violation of the law is further encour- 
aged by the profits it brings. Will the prof- 
its 'of the bootlegger be decreased when the 
state encourages the creation of-the appetite 
for alcohol in the only way in which it is ever 
formed—namely, by the use of. the "lighter" 
alcoholic drinks? 


Common sense declares that the illicit pur- 


veyor of distilled liquors would find his buy- 
ing public increased, and his opportunities mul- 
tiplied. And speaking of common sense—when 
you find every former distiller, brewer, whole- 
sale liquor dealer, an army of former saloon- 
keepers and cost men to whom liquor was a 
curse—though the cure' was appreciated most 
by their de-pendents—working for /'light wines 
and beer," and the whole army of advocates 
of temperance agains.t it, how can you question 
for a moment the purpose of che proposed nul- 
lification 
of the constitution?"-- Ernest K.

"GERMANY PUSHING DEVELOPMENT OF 


AIR LINES," SAYS COMMERCE 


OFFICIAL 


Extensive development of Germany's 
air 


lines has marked the Allies' withdrawal of the 
restrictions which forbade international 
air 


service by Germany. "With the final delivery 
of the required aeranautic reparations during 
the first quarter of 1923, Germany immediate- 
ly centered upon an ambitjouS .schedule of in- 
ternational flying, says E. G. Eichelberger of 
the Western European Division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, who has recently returned 
from .Berlin. 


In 1922 Germany's commercial aviation serv- 


ices comprised eight organizations. 
These 


eight have now been grouped into two large 
combinations, the "Junkers Luftverkehr" and 
the "Aero-Lloyd." 
They include the Deutche 


Luft Reederei, Lloyd Luft Dienst, Deutsche 
Luft Lloyd, Lloyd Luftverkehr, Bayerische- 
Rumpler Werke, Bayerische I/uft Lloyd and 
the Paul Strahl. 


In practically every direction regular Ger- 


man air lines are either in operation or are be- 
ing planned. At present Germany is placing 
her greatest efforts on air line connections with 
Russia, Scandinavia and the Balkans. 
During 


1922 irregular flights already were being made 
between Berlin, Moscow and Petrograd. This 
summer the line will be perfected, with regular 
connections with the Baltic states. The flight 
will be operated jointly by the *wo associa- 
tions.

Entente Done For?

The' diplomatic exchange between the^Bald- 


win and Poincare governments seem* to have 
served only to/ accentuate a divergence of fund- 
amental purpose which everybody has been 
hpping did not exist. Mr. Baldwin now permits 
himself officially to hint the. charge that Fiance 
entered the Ruhr with another object than 
reparations has gained ground in bis .mind, and 
to warn the French that if they are trying to 
"keep open the wounds of Europe rather than 
heal them," estrangement with Great Britain i» 
certain. 
Mr. Lloyd George, speaking without 


the restraint of executive responsibility, openly 
asserts "France is in the Ruhr and means to 
stay there." 
Curzon and Baldwin declare, in 


effect, that unless there is prompt relief for the 
present situation Europe may sink into "irre- 
trievable ruin." 


In Paris the comment, official and unofficial, 


varies .from the indignant to the sarcastic and 
all is aggressively bitter. 


In short, though the failure of the British at- 


tempt leaves the diplomatic situation in status 
quo, it has inflamed opinion in both countries 
and, it would seem, brought the entente very 
close to its end. The French government seems 
to have been left unshaken but resentful. The 
British government has been left with an tin- 
comfortable alternative of accepting a cold re- 
buff and resigning itself to the drift of events 
or of parting company with its any. 


Save for sentimental partisans, Americans, 


it seems to us, ought to be glad our government 
is not involved in this painful predicament. If 
it were it would have to choose between sup- 
porting the British course, whatever it may be, 
or that of France. We do not think America 
is in a position to make such a choice, with all 
its implications. Morally a decision must turn 
upon what in fact is the state at Germany, 
and we are confronted with opposite judg- 
ments, even among British public men. One 
leading British financier declares that 
Ger- 


many, having repudiated her internal debt by 
inflation, has put her industrial plant in the 
best order and, if relieved from reparations by 
a moratorium or substantial concessions, will 
be able to attack Britain and France in the 
world market. Reports tell us Germany is on 
the brink of collapse. Reports tell us Germany 
is prosperous and playing her foes adroitly. 


American opinion is divided sympathetically 


or is frankly at sea. We are interested solely 
in peace and reconstruction, but France and 
Great Britain, though much more nearly and 
vitally interested, cannot agree upon a policy: 
and we are in no position to turn the scale 
against the one or the other. 


It is to be noted also that the very class of 


Americans who are united in favor of our in- 
tervention are- most sharply divided on the 
Anglo-French muddle. 


In such circumstances we have a strong con- 


viction that the Untied States is fortunate to 
be clear of the political tangle which, after all, 
represents an immemorial conflict of interests 
among the European powers. We do not deny 
that we are suffering from this conflict and-' 
may suffer more. But wise poljcy can and will 
limit its consequences to us, whereas political 
participation would 
involve us' indefinitely. 


The temptation to. act is great, but wise de- 
cision is virtually impossible, and the crisis il- 
lustrates strikingly the wisdom of Washing- 
ton's warning against permanent involvement 
in the political affairs of Europe.

F the position of any group of Ameri- 


can citizens is regulated largely by 


natural economic laws of supply and de- 
mand why the great struggle from year 
to year for the control of government? 
If legislation cannot be used to aid any 
group of American citizens in increasing 
their wealth or improving their economic 
status why the constant battle for the 
control of government in order that pre- 
ferential tariffs, special privileges and in- 
side concessions can be obtained? 


If the exploiters of the countr'y can be 


helped by legislation why can't the farm- 
er? 
Does anyone doubt but that the 


Fordney-ilcGumber tariff law, the Esch- 
Cummins law and other measures were 
passed at the behest of and for thebene- 
fit of the exploiters? Does anyone doubt 
but that the exploiters obtained control 
of the federal reserve board and that the 
privileged class made millions through 
deflation of the farmer class? 


Natural economic laws are being set 


aside in this country through the rising 
power of monopoly. Is there anyone 
who will contend that the price of steel 
in this country is established b'y the free 
play of the law of supply and demand? 
Will anyone contend that Standard Oil 
does not establish the price' of oil and 
gasoline? Will anyone contend that the

is being set aside by monopoly and mo- 
nopoly is growing because priviliged in- 
terests are in control of the government.

NE.of the things that has brought 


about the present status of the 


farmer is 1/he Esch-Cummins law. The 
•present freight rates are strangling the 
business of the farmer. Privilege, how- 
ever, will fight tooth and nail against any 
change in the Esch-Cummins law and 
President Coolidge and the old guard 'in 
congress will aid privilege. 


It is quite evident that the federal 


reserve hoard has become a tool of Wall 
street. There 'is plenty of evidence to 
sustain, the argument, that the federal re- 
serve board was used to deflate the 
farmer. Why is it that we have a situa- 
tion today where the hard-working farm- 
er cannot obtain credit while millions are 
loaned to stock gamblers daily? 


The trouble with the farmer today is 


that he has to BUY in a market that is 
high and he has to SELL in a market 
that is cheap. Through preferential tar- 
iffs, special privileges and concessions 


• iXlonopolies have been built up in this 


country that are able to tell the farmer 
at what price he must BUY and at what 
price he must SELL. 


President Coolidge is quite right in 


saying that the administration cannot 
change this situation. 
The PRESENT 


administration is controlled by tha power 
of monopoly in this country and the child 
cannot tell the father what to do. The 
thinj£ that must be done in America to- 
day is to make government responsive 
to the people—the farmers, the laboring 
men and those who work for a living— 
and nor, responsive only to a privileged 
few. 


[To the Editor]—Nullification is essentially 


what the forces of liquor, with the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment, for their 
rallying point eventually seek. 
Recognizing 


the impossibility of repealing the amendment 
except * by the same painstaking methods of 
education, agitation, and organization by which 
its adoption and ratification were effected, they 
seek to make it of no effect by emasculating 
the enforcement law. 
The pretense is that 


a change in the volume of alcohol content per- 
mitted by the law will make that law easier of 
enforcement. 
Meantime 
the 
very 
agencies 


which are pressing for this change are doing 
all that they possibly can to encourage evasion 
and violation of the law as it now stands. For 
the chief executive of any state to lend the 
encouragement of his voice and influence to 
this movement comes perilously near, to the 
violation of an oath of office. It is an abuse of 
the authority of the governor that cannot be 
wholly camoflaged by noisy attacks on the 
"Ku Klux Klan of the Realm." 


So far as enforcement within state lines is 


concerned, the responsibility is theirs alone. 
Prior to national prohibition going into effect 
the only difficulty which attached to the en- 
forcement of the law then was the persistent 
efforts of brewers and distillers in wet states 
to ship their products into dry territory. 
The 


manufacturers of liquor were lawless then, 
without national prohibition, as they are now 
with it, and as they will be in greater degree 
if a modification of the Volstead iaw gives 
their business a shadow of legality. 


The reason for the widespread evasion of the 


law today is threefold: It springs first from 
the depraved appetite for alcohol which cannot 
be wholly eradicated from a people until after 
prolonged abstention—voluntary or enforced— 


! from liquor. It is encouraged by the enormous 
| profits reaped by bootleggers of the wholesale 


I type, and it finds its final stay and prop in the 


I corruption of officials charged with the enforce- 


I ment of the law. 


j 
These are faults which it is well to face 


I frankly and bravely. While the profits of il- 


j legal purveyors of liquor today are not one- 


thousandth part of the tribute taken from the 
pockets of the people by the trade when it was 
legalized, they are still great enough to make 
men fight to retain them and to corrupt public 
officials in the process. Between the boot- 
leggers plotting for the continunace of bis 
trade and the former brewers, distillers, and 
saloonkeepers eager to get back into business, 
the combination for the. overthrow of the law 
is perfected. 


Some people are duped into support of this 


combination by the pelea that a slight increase 
in the alcoholic content of beverages would 
allay discontent and destroy bootlegging. But 
.basically the whole trouble rests on the ap- 
petite for alcohol. That appetite was never 
yet destroyed by giving the sufferer more al- 
cohol. Violation of the law is further encour- 
aged by the profits it brings. Will the prof- 
its "of the bootlegger be decreased when the 
state encourages the creation of-the appetite 


I for alcohol in the only way in which it is ever 


formed—namely, by the use of the "lighter" 
alcoholic drinks? 


Common sense declares that the illicit pur- 


veyor of distilled liquors would find his buy- 
ing public increased, and his opportunities mul- 
tiplied. And speaking of common sense—when 
you find every former distiller, brewer, whole- 
sale liquor dealer, an army of former saloon- 
keepers and cost men to whom liquor was a 
curse—though the cure was appreciated most 
by their dependents—working f"r /'light -wines 
and beer," and the whole 'army of advocates 
of temperance against it, how can you question 
for ft moment the purpose of che proposed nul- 
lification 
of 
the 
constitution?"-- Ernest K.

"GERMANY PUSHING DEVELOPMENT OF 


AIR LINES," SAYS COMMERCE 


OFFICIAL 


Extensive development of Germany's air 


lines has marked the Allies' withdrawal of the 
restrictions which forbade international ail- 
service by Germany. With the final delivery 
of the required aeranautic reparations during 
the first quarter of 1923, Germany immediate- 
ly centered upon an ambitious schedule of in- 
ternational flying, says E. G. Eichelberger of 
the Western European Division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, who has recently returned 
from Berlin. 


In 1022 Germany's commercial aviation serv- 


ices comprised eight organizations. 
These 


eight have now been grouped into two large 
combinations, the "Junkers Luftverkehr" and 
the "Aero-Lloyd." 
They include the Deutche 


Luft Reederei, Lloyd Luft Dienst, Deutsche 
Luffc Lloyd, Lloyd Luftverkehr, Bayerische- 
Rumpler Werke, Bayerische Luft Lloyd and 
the Paul Strahl. 


In practically every direction regular Ger- 


man air lines are either in operation or are be- 
ing planned. 
At present Germany is placing 


her greatest efforts on air line connections with 
Russia, Scandinavia and the Balkans. Hiri 
1922 irregular flights already were being made 
between Berlin, Moscow and Petrograd. 
This 


summer the line will be perfected, with regular 
connections with the Baltic states. The flight 
will be operated jointly by the *-wo associa- 
tions.

close to its end. The French government seems 
,o have been left unshaken but resentful. The 
Jritish government has been left with an un- 
comfortable alternative of accepting a cold re- 
>uff and resigning itself to the drift of events 
or of parting company with its atly. 


Save for sentimental partisans, Americans, 


t seems to us, ought to be gla'd our government 
s not involved in this painful predicament. If 
t were it would have to choose between sup- 
porting the British course, whatever it may be, 
or that of France. We do not think America 
s in a position to make such a choice, with all 
its implications. Morally a decision must turn 
upon what in fact is the state of Germany, 
and we are confronted with opposite judg- 
ments, even among British public men. One 
eading British financier declares that 
Ger- 


many, having repudiated her internal debt by 
inflation, has put her industrial plant in the 
}est order and, if relieved from reparations by 


moratorium or substantial concessions, will 
able to attack Britain and France in the 


world market. 
Reports tell us Germany is on 


the brink of collapse. Reports tell us Germany 
is prosperous and playing her foes adroitly. 


American opinion is divided sympathetically 


or is frankly at sea. We are interested solely 
in peace and reconstruction, but France and 
Great Britain, though much more nearly and 
vitally interested, cannot agree upon a policy: 
and we are in no position to turn the scale 
against the one or the other. 


It is to be noted also that the very class of 


Americans who are united in favor of our in- 
tervention are- most sharply divided on the 
Anglo-French muddle. 


In such circumstances we have a strong con- 


viction that the Untied States is fortunate to 
be clear of the political tangle which, after all, 
represents an immemorial conflict of interests 
among the European powers. We do not deny 
that we are suffering from this conflict and' 
may suffer more. But wise policy can and will 
limit its consequences to us, whereas political 
participation would 
involve us' indefinitely. 


The temptation to act i-s great, but wise de- 
cision is virtually impossible, and the crisis il- 
lustrates strikingly the wisdom of Washing- 
ton's warning against permanent involvement 
in the political affairs of Europe.
